Federal raith. ' 

A great deal too much, ns it appoarfi 
to lis, has boon maclo of tlio fact tliat 
the Fecleral cxpoiuliturss in thiH Pro- 
vince have not yet been made. Souio 
politicians have ventured to allude to 
the vaiious appropriations as inoro 
empty promises, appearing in the Esti- 
mates only to be revoted next year; and 
tlie members of tlie Federal Govem- 
ment havo coino in for pretty Hovoro 
criticiHiii fdraltuiKling to their oloctioiiH 
first ami tlu) iuloreslH of British Coliiui- 
. bia ai'tonvard. Of coui'se a good deal 
of allowaiK'o should bo made for elect- 
ioneerinpr nttoraiioea. People sometimes 
say things for the puri^oso of making a 
political point against an ojipnnent 
which would not bo said at aiiotlior 
time and undor other circumstances. 
Yet it is just possible that a wong 
impression may have been formed and 
niidiie projudico against tho rcdor!'.) 
C-iovornineiit croatod ; and wo fot'l cjill- 
€)d upon,tliorGforo,to olTorafow obscrv- 
tions upon tho subject. And, tu-stof 
ull, let us remind the people of Britisli 
Oolumbia that they should acoustom 
tiiemselves to think of this Province as 
a part of tlio Dominion, liaviiig a ooin- 
luuii iidercst with all tlio othor parts. 
Let them endeavour to cultivates a 
national fooling and learn to look at 
all such matters from a national stand- 
point. The local interests of British 
Columbia are much, rery much to 
us. But they are not over^-tliing. 
AV(f must look to tho common interest 
of the whole Dominion, as well as to 
that wliioh immediately concerns our 
own Province.
